Food In Europe 


Economists and others are busily 
discussing the European food situa- 
Men, a question which is naturally 
one of the frst importance on ae- 
count of its bearing upon the probable 
length of the War, The findings of 
such an expert authority os Mr, 
John Black, consulting economist in 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, should help to form ao 
tolerably clear picture of the food 
conditions in must of the countsies of 
Europe. In a recent essay he has 
supplied detailed figures relative to 
the chief foodstuffs in store or in 
course of production in Europeun 
tundsa, exclusive of Russin, which is 
an unknown quantity and not Ikely 
to fgure largely in the present stlun- 
thon, 


Wheat, appears, ix about seven 
hundred millions of bushels short, 
In the Balkans and Germany, crops 
ure below avernge, while Italy and 
Spain will have enough and France 
nearly enough for next year’s needs., 
Rye, barley, and vats have been re- 
duced somewhat, but not so severely 
ax wheat. Europe, although it has 
more catue, hogs and sheep than all 
North America, normally imports 
lurge quantities of beef, mutton, 
butter, cheese, and taf. Hogs and 
beef cattle ure now being slaughtered 
more rapidly than usual. Each 
country grows almost exactly the 
amount of potatoes that it consumes, 
There Is a defictency of fats and olls. 


AU this adds up to show that 
Europe may possibly manage to 
endure until the 1941 crop is harvest- 
ed. To achteve this, Itve-stock must 
be slaughtered freely, wheat and rye 
must be reserved for bread uses, and 
large quantities of baricy, oats, and 
corn devoted to direct human use, 
It will be a close squeeze, however, 
even assuming a much more’ equal 
distribution of the present food 
supplies than has prevailed in the 
past; obviously a very large assump- 
tion, as soldiers arc pretty sure to 
fare better than industrial workers, 
In Mr. Black's opinion the total situa- 
tion Is that an effectively blockaded 
European continent = will mean 
that a great pumber of people in 
‘some areas Will suffer from want of 
food. ‘ 

The cconomists are not the only

THEY told me they can usually 
tell when a chap has had a bad trip.

Dr. Lin Makes A 
Novel Suggestion 


Honolulu, Sept. 18. 

A novel plan for matntalning 
peace in the Pacific was advanced 
today by Dr. Lin Yu-tang, noted 
philosopher and writer, when he 
arrived here on his way to America. 

"Instead of America building a 
two-ocean navy,” he said, “lend or 
give China the cost of just two of 
the new battleships and let her use 
the moncy to buy a fleet of fast 
American fighting planes. wi 
then we could keep the Japanese 
busy in the Far East for years and 
wear them down financially until 
they went broke trying to crack our 
2,000-miles front. Then America 
need not worry about the defence 
of the Pacific.” 

Dr. Lin said he spent three months 
in Chungking where he found the 
morale excellent and the army in 
good condition, despite its lack of 
heavy equipment. West China had 
all the food ft needed. 

“The Japanese air raids on Chung- 
King are designed to demoralise the 
people but they have succecded only 
in strengthening their morale," he 
declared, “Japan is rapidly ap- 
proaching her financial = ruin."— 
United Press.

Raiders Flock Over Britain 

LONDON,. Sept. 18 (Reuter).— 
German raiders flocked over. south- 
enst England to-day, trying all 
known alr lanes to the ‘capital and 
others as well, says “Reuter's” alr 
correspondent. nee 

Flying at a great height, the frozen 
trails of. their exhaust gases wenved 
o pattern In the blue sky, but despite 
the frequency af London's air raid 
alarms, no serious attack developed 
on the capJtal or any other objective, 
though some bombs were dropped In 
Kent ond in the Thames Estuary re- 
gion. 

Formations varied in size but rare- 
ly exceeded 50. There were more 
fighters than bombcrs, conforming 
with the enemy's desire to “wear 
down” RAF. resistance. 

Like yesterday, no major battle 
was fought but the enemy suffered 
more scvere yy. 

Seven Daylight Alarms 

Following on the record ten-hour 
night rald, the seven daylight alarms 
London experienced scemed to sug- 
gest that the enemy was buliding up 
to the maximum “all round the 
clock” effort against the metropolis. 

The absence of any attempt to re- 
pent Sunday'a sertous thrust against 
London suggests that nfdre_ cxperi- 
menting 1s belng done by the enemy 
to find an answer to the’ costliness 
of mass day-raiding.

Food In Europe 


Economists and others are busily 
discussing the European food situa- 
tlon, a question which {s naturally 
one of the first impertance on ac- 
count of Its bearing upon the probable 
length of the War. The findings of 
such an expert authority us My, 
John Black, consulting cconomist in 
the United Stutes Depurtment of 
Agriculture, should help ty foon a 
tolerably clear picture of the food 
conditions in most of the countries of 
Europe. In u recent essuy he has 
supplied detalled figures relative to 
the chief foodstuffs in store or in 
course of production in Eurypean 
Jands, exclusive of Russian, which ts 
an unknown quantity and not likely 
tu figure largeiy in the present situa- 
on, 

Wheat, i appeurs, is about seven 
hundred siliions of bushels short, 
In the Balkans and Germany, crops 
urc below average, while Italy and 
Spain will have enough and France 
nearly cnough for next year's needs. 
ye, buriey, and oats have been re- 
duced sornewhat, but not so severely 
us wheat, Europe, although It has 
more cattle, hogs and sheep than all 
North America, normally imports 
large quuntities of beef, mutton, 
butler, cheese, and lard. Hogs and 
beef cattle are now being slaughtered 
more rapidly than usual. Each 
country grows almost exactly the 
amount of potatoes that it consumes, 
There is a deficiency of fats and oils. 

AM this adds up to show that 
Europe may possibly manage to 
endure until the 1941 crop is harvest- 
ed. To achieve this, live-stock must 
be slaughtered freely, wheat and rye 
must be reserved for bread uses, and 
large quantities of baricy, oats, and 
corn devoted to direct human use, 
Tt will be a close squeeze, nuwever, 
even assuming a much more equal 
distribution of the present tood 
supplics than has prevailed in the 
Pus; opviousty a very large assump- 
-Uion, as soldiers are pretty sure to 
fare better than industrial .workers.

Aboard the British ships gunners 
ran to their posts and stood pecring, 
trying to get their cycs accustomed 
to the blackness.

DOROTHY THOMPSON, widely read United States 
columnist and wife of Sinclair Lewis, the novelist, said in 
a broadcast from Montreal: “This war is really a struggle 
between Hitler and Churchill. : 


“On the one side is the furious 
unhappy, frustrated, and fanatic 
figure who has climbed to un- 
precedented power on the piled- 


“He looked across at Britain, and 
was satisfied, Britain wns ruled by 
business men and burenucrats, They 
were cautious men . . they were 
decorous and they were old, 

“So they closed their brief case 
ond went fishing or shooting on 
week-ends, Wor was unthinkable, 

“But in England there was 9 man. ! 
Winston Churchill was no longer 
young; be was in his sixticn yet there 
Was something perennially youthful 


“His father was the son of the Duke 
of Marlborough: his ancestors had 
said 'England,” and fought her warn, 
and Jed her peace, for as far back un 
any one could remember. 

“While he spoke—mustly to un- 
heeding cars—the shadgw was leng- 
thening and finally loomed so tall and 
mennoclng that all the world could 
sec. 

Not Platocrated 

“And then when !t was over then 
with the full darkness of Its horror 
the people of England—the common 
people of Engiand—lifted Churchill 
on their hands, crying ‘Speak, and 
fight for us." 

“And who to-day Is the plutocrat? 
Britain, in whose great houses live 
to-day the children of the London 
slums, and whuse people pay 45 
per cent, of their incomes tn taxes?

Formations varied in size but rare- 
ly exceeded 50. There were more 

ghiers than bombers, conforming 
with the enemy’s desire to “wear 
down” RAF. resistance. 

Like yesterdny, no major battle 
was fought but the enemy suffered 
more severely. 

Seven Daylight Alarms 

Following on the record ten-hour 
night raid, the seven daylight alarms 
London experienced seemed to sug- 
gest that the enemy was building up 
to the moxilmum “all round the 
clock” effort against the metropolis. 

The absence of any attempt to re. 
peat Sunday’s serious thrust’ against 
London suggests that more expcri- 
menting Is being donc by the enemy 
to find an answer to the costliness 
of mass day-raiding. 

More than once to-duy, enemy 
formations got so fur and then went 
no further but dispersed and went 
home. .

In country districts the 
siren keg is on a warden’s 
house, in industrial areas on 
factory walla. Some are re- 
motely controlled by a central 
switch many miles away. 

The switchboards are in 
the communication rooms of 
the stations, or in the police 
boxes.

Science and technique have been 
advanced. And then, twe years 
ago, acknowledged experts In their 
own spheres, spread the new 
knowledge among the docters of 
Iritaln jn an intensive course of 
lectures and instructlon.

Food In Europe 


eee 


Economists and others are busily 
discussing the European food situa- 
tlon, n question which is naturally 
one of Qe first importance on uc- 
count of ils bearing upon the probable 
length of the War The findings of 
such expert authority as Mr. 
John Black, consulting economist in 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, should help to form ao 
tolerably clenr picture of the food 
conditiuns in most of the countries of 
Europe, In a recent essay he has 
supplied detailed figures relative to 
the chief foodstuffs in store or in 
of production in European 
junds, cxclusive of Russia, which is 
an unknown quantly and not likely 


to gure largely in the present sltua- 
tion 


Wheat, it appears, Is ubout seven 
hundred millions of bushels short. 
ln the Balkans and Germany, crops 
are below average, while Italy and 
Spuin will have cnough and France 


nearly enough for next year's needs. 
hye, parey, and outs have been re- 
duced somewhat, but not so severely 
aus wheat. Europe, although it hus 
more cattle, hogs and sheep than all 
North America, normally Imports 
large quantibes of beef, mutton, 
butter, cheese, und lard. Hogs and 
beef cutue are now being slaughtered 
more rapidly than usual, Each 
country grows ulmost exactly = the 
amount of potatoes that It consumes. 
There is a deficiency of fats and olls. 

All this adds up to show that 
Europe may possitly manage to 
endure until the 1941 crop is harvest- 
ed. To achteve this, live-stock must 
be slaughtered freely, wheat and rye 
must be reserved for bread uses, and 
large quantitics of barley, oats, and 
corn devoted to direct human use. 
It will be a close squeeze, nuwever, 
even assuming a much more equal 
distribution of the present tood 
supplics than has prevailed in the 
pus; voviously o very large assump- 
tion, as soldiers arc pretty sure to 
fare better than Industrial workers. 
In Mr. biack’s opinion unc total situa- 
tlon is that an effectively blockaded 
European continent will menn 
that a great number of people in 
some areas will suffer from want of 


food. :

“He wus one of the poor blokes 
stooging around looking for the odd 
Jerries who used to come over. They 
all got absolutely browned-off (bored 
stiff). Then it started, The RT. 
(radio telephone) was on in my 
office. He just about blew it wide 
open shouting: ‘God Almighty! 

He 
went ‘salling in singing at the top of 
his voice.” 7 


The war had. really started for the 
Spitfire boys. . . :

Rave him a few more seconds’ firing 
and he turned for land. 


“He couldn't make it. J saw him 
in a patch of sunlight that looked 
like o yellow scarchilght through a 
hole in the mist. He was almost on 
the sea. He did a gentle stall, a 
bit of spray came up, then . 
there was an almighty splnsh as he 
went In.” 


“Jonah” hung around and suw two 
men get Into a rubber bont, He 
fired Very lights over the shipping 
to draw their attentlon to the Jerrics, 
but, as he said, “They wouldn't take 
nny notice, When they saw my 
Nghts they probably said: ‘That's 
all right, you can’t frighten us, We 
know you're a Spitfre!’" 


“Jonah” went home when he was: 
running short of petrol. Nothing 
more he could do. The two Jerries 
were washed ashore some days later 
in thelr boat. Dead. 


Nothing sensational about “Jonah’s” 
first Nazi. He just risked his life to 
force that Heinkel to drop Its bombs 
in the sca instead of on the happily 
ignorant shipping who thought he!

Mr. Attlee explainc@ that unttl 
this legislation was passed, the post- 
tion was that the Allled Governments 
had the right to call upon their 
nationals in Britain for military 
service, but British courts ond 
authorities had no power to assist 
these governments In enforcing these 
obligations upon Allied nations who 
might be unwilling to respond.
